As a start let u. suppose that "C*' | 
battery vulta,e la zero.

plate potential or the filament temper¬ 
ature. 

Ttie cliaracterlstlc curve of a three 
electrode vacuum tube Is stiowu lu 
Fig. VUI. Tills diagram shows the 
relation of grid potential to plate 
current, assuming that the filament 
temperature aud plate voltage remaiu 
constant. 

It can be seen from the curve that 
by applying a negative potential of I 
value E: to the grid, the plate cur¬ 
rent I'au be reduced to zero. The neg¬ 
ative charge on the grid will have the 
effect of a negative potential E with 
respect to tlie filament, making tlie 
negative charge so strong around the 
filament that the electrons cannot 
leave It. Ou the other hand, if a posi¬ 
tive potential of value E' be applied
